Dear Mr. Chester: 

This is in response to your request dated February 5, 2016, under the Freedom of 
Information Act seeking access to records lodged under seal on July 21, 2015. In accordance 
with the FOIA and agency policy, we have searched our records as of February 5, 2016, the date 
we received your request in our FOIA office. 

We have located and reviewed an additional 2,025 pages ofresponsive records, which 
constitutes the rest of the records requested. I am granting partial access to the accessible 
records. Portions of these pages fall within one or more of the exemptions to the FOIA's 
disclosure requirements, as explained below. In addition, some of the pages are duplicates, 
which are not released. 

In addition, some responsive records constitute confidential commercial or financial 
information, which is exempt from disclosure under FOIA Exemption 4, 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(4). 
See Critical Mass Energy Project v. NRC, 975 F.2d 871, 879 (D.C. Cir. 1992). Moreover, 
because Section 6(f) of the FTC Act, 15 U.S.C. § 46(f); prohibits public disclosure of this type of 
information, it is also exempt under FOIA Exemption 3, 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(3), which, as noted 
above, exempts from disclosure any information that is protected from disclosure under another 
federal statute. 

Some of the records contain personal identifying information compiled for law 
enforcement purposes. This information is exempt for release under FOIA Exemption 7(C), 5 
U.S.C. § 552(b)(7)(C), because individuals' right to privacy outweighs the general public's 
interest in seeing personal identifying information. I am also denying access to personal 
identifying information under FOIA Exemption 6, 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(6), because individuals' 
right to privacy outweighs the general public's interest in seeing personal identifying 
information. See The Lakin Law Firm v. FTC, 352 F.3d 1122 (7th Cir. 2003). 

Ifyou are not satisfied with this response to your request, you may appeal by writing to 
Freedom oflnformation Act Appeal, Office of the General Counsel, Federal Trade Commission, 
600 Pennsylvania Avenue, N.W., Washington, D.C. 20580, within 90 days of the date of this 
letter. Please enclose a copy ofyour original request and a copy of this response.
